1 Auditor for one year, 1 Road Agent, 1 Tax Collector, 1 Deeding 
Agent, 1 Trustee of Trust Funds for one year and any other officers 
required by law. 


The following articles will be discussed and acted upon at the 
business meeting, which will start at 7 p.m. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 
3% except for resident taxes on taxes paid in full within twenty 
days from the date of the bills pursuant to RSA 80:52 on the 
condition that the taxpayer deduct the discount at time of payment.

As noted in the Treasurer's report, during refinancing of Highway 
Department equipment to a lower interest rate in late December, a 
check was drawn against town funds to pay off the original creditor 
in anticipation of receipt of funds from the new loan which had 
already been approved. Actual receipt of these funds was delayed 
until the new calendar year, and therefore do not show up in the 
year 2000 reports. The expenditure was verbally authorized by the 
selectmen and not backed by a voucher; it is the opinion of the 
auditors that as an expenditure specifically pursuant to a 
transaction approved by a vote at the previous years town meeting, 
one was not required.

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Report of Planning Board 

The year 2000 was a productive one for the planning board 
and a beneficial one for the citizens of Orange. At the town 
meeting this past March, the voters overwhelmingly approved the 
telecommunications Facility Ordinance and the new Building 
Ordinance. 

Former Planning Board Chairman, Fred Moore, deserves 
our gratitude and praise for his foresight and leadership in 
researching, developing and promoting the Telecommunications 
Facility Ordinance. This ordinance provides the Town of orange 
with effective control over the siting of telecommunications 
towers. While most other New Hampshire communities have no 
protection from the increasing demand for more and more towers, 
we are fortunate to have our ordinance in place at this time. 

Don Pfaefflin, our Building Inspector, also deserves our 
thanks and commendation for the time and effort he devoted to 
researching, revising and updating our original building adopted 
back in 1987. He developed a comprehensive building ordinance 
which is in line with the current state and national building codes 
to insure the protection of life, health, safety, property and 
environment for the citizens of Orange. 

This year, the Planning Board has begun the task of 
updating and revising the Orange Master Plan, first developed back 
in 1984. The Board will be working with the staff of the Upper 
Valley Regional Planning Commission on this important project 
over the next several months. The primary purpose of a master plan 
is to help guide the future development of the town and to answer 
the question: What do the citizens want Orange to be like in ten or 
twenty years from now? A community forum is planned for this 
spring to discuss the development of the new master plan. Later, all 
citizens will be mailed a community survey to complete and return 
as part of this planning process. 
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This year, one minor subdivision on New Colony Road was 
reviewed and approved by the Board. 

We wish to thank Fred Moore for his many years of service 
to the citizens of Orange as chairman of the Planning Board. Scott 
Sanborn has replaced Fred as our representative to the Upper 
Valley Regional Planning Commission. 

Regular meetings of the Planning Board are held on the 
fourth Wednesday of the month at 7:00 p.m. at the Town House 
unless otherwise posted due to conflicts with holidays.

TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST 
RANGER REPORT 

There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest 
Fire Wardens throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire 
Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers 
with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 
number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season was below 
average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our 
network of fire towers and detection patrols were still quite busy 
with the fire towers being the first to report over 135 fires. These 
fires were quickly and accurately reported to the local fire 
department for their prompt and effective suppression efforts. 
Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated in the 
woodlands are a serious concern for both landowners and 
firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their homes by 
maintaining adequate green space around them and making sure 
that houses are properly identified with street numbers. Please 
contact the Forest Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist 
you in assessing fire safety around your home and woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State 
Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to 
find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. 
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Fire permits are required for any open burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow where the burning will be done. 
Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other 
burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators 
are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection 
Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated numerous complaints 
regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, and 
taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any 
questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call 
our office at 271-2217, or for general information visit our website 
at www.dred.state.nh.us. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 
mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection 
system and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments. These factors are critical in controlling the 
size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of property and suppression 
costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety concerns, 
please contact your local fire department BEFORE using portable 
outdoor fire places and vessels, including those constructed of clay, 
concrete or wire mesh. 

Please contact your local fire department before doing 
ANY outside burning.

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ORANGE TOWN MEETING MINUTES 
March 14, 2000 

Moderator Daniel Hazleton opened Town Meeting at 7:00p.m. to 
review, discuss, and/or amend the following warrant articles which 
shall be voted on by paper ballot. Moderator Hazleton opened the 
meeting with a moment of silence in memory of long time resident 
Harry Powell. Moderator Hazleton noted that Article One is in 
regard to electing officers. 


ARTICLE 2: (By official ballot) To see if the town will amend the 
zoning ordinance to include the telecommunications facility 
ordinance. This article was voted on by official ballot containing 
the following question: “Are you in favor of amending the zoning 
ordinance to include the telecommunications facility ordinance as 
proposed by the planning board?” Voted 70 yes 16 no. The article 
was passed. 


ARTICLE 3: (By official ballot) To see if the town will vote to 
adopt the revised building code as proposed by the planning board. 
This article was voted on by official ballot containing the following 
question: “Are you in favor of a revised building code as proposed 
by the planning board?” Voted 65 yes 19 no. The article was 
passed. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$106,600.00 for the shimming and 1/2 inch top coat on the 
presently paved sections of town roads(i.e. Tuttle Hill Road, Tug 
Mountain Road, Cross Road, Wheeler Road, New Colony Road, 
Peaselee Road and Eastman Road) and to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow such sum under the Municipal finance Act. 

(By 2/3 BALLOT VOTE). 
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Discussion: Frank Giner asked if $106, 600 would be enough 
money 2 years down the road. Gleason Decato stated that there was 
no guarantee on the price. They will be able to do at least Tuttle 
Hill and Cross Road this year. Frank Giner asked if going in 
portions would be more feasible.
